"Adding a predefined priority to the functional units is not compatible with Witt's architecture. While such an addition might not cause 
the architecture to fail, it would add no value to the architecture in its disclosed form." 

However, Preiss has taught allocating functional units based on a predefined priority of said functional units (abstract, column 3, lines 
33-56). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have the invention of Witt et 
al., allocate functional units based on a predefined priority of said functional units, as taught by Preiss, for the desirable purpose of 
allowing a functional unit with a higher importance and urgency to execute instructions immediately (abstract, column 3, lines 33-56).
